RUSSIANS DESTROY 
THEIR RAILWAYS

PEDROGRAD, Aug. 17. — Grand 
Duke Nicholas has accomplished his 
aim of holding*the raliways into the 
interlor necessary for the orderly re- 
tirement of his troops before the ad- 
vancing German hosts, As the Iis- 
sinns retire they destroy the lines and 
wreck the roadbeds, Government 
raibway officials estimated today that 
more than 5,000 miles of the lines 
built in Poland at enormous costs had 
been wrecked. As the raiiway lines 
constitute the only route of advance 
in.many »-.« of Poland, the Ger- 
mans will be materially delayed if 
they have taken the second line of 
Russian defences,

BERLIN, Aug. 17—Despatches. from 
the eastern front, report unofficially 
that the foremost of the group of the 
Austro-German forces under Field 
Marshall Von Mackensen has ap- 
proached within artillery range of the 
outer forts at Breast«Litovsk. Three 
urmies are converging upon the Rus- 
sian forces at Brest-Litovsk. Troops 
of the command of General Von Gall- 
witz, which forced a passage of the 
Nurgec river. between the But and 
the Narew, pressed forward beyond 
the hills of |Briansk, which are sixty 
miles. northwest of Brest-Litovak, 

Prince Leopold's Bavativy troops 
are now east of Lesice and Miedsyzeg, 
driving the Russians before therg.

LONDON, Aug .17--It 's believed in 
official circles that the cabinet at its 
meeting tomorrow will make a final 
acclsion declaring cotton contraband 
of war. It is not longer denied that 
the government has intended to take 
a step, and the delay Js attributed to 
ita desire to obtain the formal con- 
sent of Great \Britain’s allies, as this 
nation intends that the full burden 
of the responsibility for making the 
declaration shall not fal! on her 
shoulders. which it is felt here have 
been forced to bear more than their 
share of the blame for interference 
with neutral shipping.

Canadian Troops Held in Ger- 
many Will Get Pocket 
Money Allowance.

OTTAWA, Aug. 17—The Canadian 
prisoners of war in Germany are to 
receive $1.76 a week spending money. | 
Negotiations between the British and | 
German governments have resulted in 
an arrangement by which the British 
government will forward 7 shillings a 
week (approximately $1,765 to each of 
its soldiers now prisoners of war in 
Germany. The money will be sent to 
American Ambassador Gerard at 
Berlin, who will see that the money 
reaches the ‘British and » Canadian

they did not have any whisky. They 
also stated that they had paid 6 cents 
for their drinks, and not larger sums, 
as had been alleged by the prosecu- 
tion, 

Detective (Manfroid and Ferrie of 
the provincial police, swore that they 
had seen four soldiers drinking whis- 
ky in the booth conducted by the ac- 
cused, They could not, however, iden- 
tify the particular soldiers. The ac- 
cused denied that he had sold any 
whisky at the fair, but it was admit- 
ted’that he had a flask in his pocket 
for his own use. 

In summing up the case the magis- 
trate stated that the evidence of the 
soldiers did not have any ‘bearing on 
the case, for even though they had not 
been served with whisky that did not 
prove that other soldiers had not se- 
cured whisky at the booth. The evid- 
ence was as between the word of the 
two detectives and the accused, and 
the magistrate was convinced that the 
case against McDonald had _ been 
proved. ‘He imposed a fine of $150 and 
costs, with the option of three months 
imprisonment, . ~ 


At the conclusion of the case F, 
Byers called the attention’ of the 
magistrate to what he termed an un- 
fair article which had appeared in 
the Journal regarding the. case. and 
the magistrate stated that he would 
deal with it. 

A case creating considerable inter- 
est was that in which ‘Albert M. Bak- 
er was charged with the theft of 50c 
from the Exhibition Association. Ba- 
ker was in charge of one of the turn- 
stiles at the exhibition grounds dur- 
Ing the fair, and was prosecuted for 
putting into his own pocket fifty cents 
which‘should have gone to the ex- 
hibition authorities, 

Detective Gillard stated that he had 
received information that led him to 
suspect the honesty of the accused, 
and they had some coins mark- 
ed. Detectives Ferrie, Manfroid and 
Peters were each given a marked 
twenty-five cent piece, Ferrie and 
Manfroid went up to the turnstile and 
funded the accused the quarter, 
which he took and put in his pocket, 
and let the men in. Detective Fryant 
went up to Baker after he had let the 
men in, and told him that he was a 
police officer, After he had warned 
accused he admitted he had taken the 
money, and stated that he divided 
such moneys ‘‘fifty-fifty’ with Farrell, 
also accused on a similar charge. 

Frank Miller, who had charge of 
the gates, the midway and the conces- 
sions at the fair, stated that he en- 
gaged the defendant ,and cauced a stir 
in the court when asked by Mr. Jack-, 
son, who was appearing in defend- 
ant's behalf, by stating that he did not 
believe accused to be an honest man 
when ‘he engaged him, ‘but that he 
was forced to employ him because he 
had a pull with the authorities. 

In the dock the defendant stated 
that he had often put money in his 
pocket as he did on the day in ques- 
tion, and afterwards had gone to the 
ticket office and purchased _ tickets 
and put them in the box in order that 
when checked up the number regis- 
tered by the turnstile would corres- 
pond with the number of tickets in 
the ‘box. He intended to do this with 
the money received from these men, 
but did not have time because he was 
arrested (five minutes after he had 
taken the money, ‘He stated that he 
had worked forthe Exhibition Asso- 
ciation for eight years, and this was 
the first time that there had ever 
been a complaint against him. J. #. 
MeMillan, manager of Royal Bank; 
Chas, J, Kirk, John ‘MoCorcadale, and 
Walter 8. Campbell all testified to 
having known and had dealings with 
Baker, who has been a resident in the 
city for a number of years, and staf- 
ed that they had found his previous 
character irreproachable. 

The magistrate said that accused 
had ‘been proven guilty on the charge 
brought against him, but on account 
of his previous good character he 
would remand him until the 19th be- 
fore he imposed sentence, 

James Farrell ,charged ‘with a sim- 
ilar offense was adjourned till Thurs- 
day. 

The Dawson Coal company are 
charged with a breach of the Steam 
oilers’ ‘Act, but the magistrate ad- 
journed the case in order that the 
provincial ‘boiler inspector might be 
present, 

Louis Swartz, whose case has been 
adjourned two or three times already, 
and who is charged with attempted 
theft, was again held over. Tine accus- 
ed or his friends have secured about 
half a dozen lawyers at different times 
to defend the case. but when he ap- 
peared this morning through some 
misunderstanding there was no one 
there to act on his ‘behalf. The case 
will come up again this afternoon,
